We old fellows arou nd here 
really u sed to look forward to the 
Fou rth and enjoy the day more than 
any other one day in the y ear. 
It 
was ail lik e that in the olden day s, 
b u t the people are growing less in­ 
terested ev ery y ear. 
Why I can re­ 
memb er away b ack 
in 
’4 9 —that’s 
six ty y ears ago—when I was ju st a 
b oy ab ou t ten y ears old what a time 
we had on the Fou rth of Ju ly , b u t I 
k now that the b oy s of today do not 
enjoy themselv es lik e we did. 
Then 
the Fou rth of Ju ly was the b iggest 
day in the y ear in Ru shv ille and now 
it is the du llest day in the y ear. They 
alway s had a b ig celeb ration here 
with cannons and gu ns b ooming all 
day and at night a greatb ig dislpay of 
firework s and the farmers wou ld 
come in from miles arou nd ju st for 
that one thing. 
Bu t the 
good 
old 
day s of b y gone y ears are no more 
and now we sit arou nd all day and do 
nothing and if it was not for the 
few small b oy s who enjoy a small 
amou nt of firework s we wou ld not 
k now it was the Fou rth here in town. 
I generally open u p the cou rt hou se 
at the u su al early hou r in the morn­ 
ing and ju st sit arou nd here the rest 
of 
the 
day doing 
nothing. 
The 
cou nty cotnmissiones hav e to meet 
Monday according to the law and I 
do not su ppose it will b e so lonesome 
here this y ear. 
Bu t none of the of­ 
ficials came 
down and it

restored, and not only restored, b u t 
greatly 
b eau tified, 
improv ed 
and 
tu rned into a pu b lic park for the 
enjoy ment of the people. 
It is a fortu nate thing that the 
time- has passed when the pilgrim to 
Valley Forge in search of sights and 
relics of the historic camp, perhaps 
the most hallowed of ou r rev olu tion­ 
ary reminders, was ob liged to tramp 
ov er fields of none too friendly farm ­ 
ers and b e constantly 
annoy ed b y 
signs warning off tresspassers. Apart 
from which, the fatigu e of su ch a 
trip was great, as there were no roads 
leading ov er the camp grou nd and no 
signs mark ing the way to the historic 
spots, only fields of wav ing grain or 
woodland ov ergrown with u nderb ru sh. 
Consequ ently the hardest k ind of 
walk ing ov er the steep hills was re­ 
qu ired to v iew b u t few of the sights. 
Only the y ou u g and phy sically rob u st 
were therefore ab le to enjoy the plea­ 
su res of Valley Forge. 
Throu gh the u ntiring efforts of a 
nu mb er of patriotic men, all this has 
b een changed, and the State of Penn­ 
sy lv ania has b een indu ced to assu me 
and complete a task which was first 
offered and refu sed b y the federal 
gov ernment, althou gh the u ndertak ing 
was clearly within its prov ince, as 
the camp grou nd of Valley Forge is a 
relic which shou ld b elong not only to 
Pennsy lv ania, b u t to the entire na­ 
tion, as ev ery patriotic American 
mu st wish for its preserv ation and 
wou ld feel prou d in b eing part owner. 
Bu t whether b y Pennsy lv ania or 
the national gov ernment, it mu st b e at 
least gratify ing to the nation to learn 
that the neglect of a centu ry has b een 
atoned for, and u nder the ab le and 
enthu siastic direction of the Valley 
Forge Park commissioner, a work of 
almost incalcu lab le historical v alqe 
has b een done on the b leak heights 
ab ov e the Schu y lk ill, to which W ash­ 
ington’s b earefoot army 
crawled 
when the defeat of Germantown left 
them no other refu ge. 
Fort Washington and Fort Hu nt­ 
ington hav e b een restored. 
An iron 
tower 3 05 feet in height for ob eser- 
v ation pu rposes is b eing finished on 
Mou nt Joy , and from this tower not 
only a b irdsey e v iew of the entire 
camp grou nd and b eau tifu l su rrou nd­ 
ing cou ntry can b e had, b u t also Phil­ 
adelphia, 20 miles distant, can b e 
made ou t. 
A b eau tifu l commemora­ 
tiv e chapel of the Episcopal chu rch 
has b een b u ilt on the spot where 
Washington, in his direst hou r of dis­ 
tress, k nelt in pray er. The headqu ar­ 
ters of the commander in the Isaac 
Potts hou se hav e 
b een 
pu rchased, 
completely restored and tu rned into 
a rev olu tionary mu seu m. Roads hav e 
b een b u ilt which mak e possib le qu ick 
commu nication b etween all points of 
the park , b esides which, lawns and 
flower b eds hav e b een laid ou t and 
planted and ev en a gu ard hou se has 
b een b u ilt to fu rther heighten 
the 
park effect.

So m e V ita l F a cts 


The Fou rth of Ju ly is rated a 
great dly in the nation’s history , not 
b ecau se the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence was first read to the Conti­ 
nental congress on that day , b u t b e­ 
cau se it was adopted on that day . 
It is tru e that resolu tion declaring 
the colonies to b e free and inde­ 
pendent States was adopted Ju ly 2, 
b u t the declaration, written b y Jef­ 
ferson, and afterwards amended b y 
congress, was not adopted u ntil Ju ly 
4. 
It was signed the same day b y 
John Hancock , president of the con­ 
gress, and Charles Thompson, the 
secretary . 
Au gu st 2 it was signed 
b y all the memb ers of congress pres­ 
ent—5 0 memb ers. 
Six names were 
afterward attached. 
CoL 
McKean 
did not sign it u ntil 1781. Thu s the 
mere fact of signing the declaration 
is of small importance. 
The adop­ 
tion was the v ital fact.

Orig ina l Dra ft o f 


the Decla ra tio n 


Present day v isitors to the State 
department, althou gh they may not 
see the original Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, can inspect something al­ 
most as 
interesting—namely , the 
original draft of th e‘Declaration in 
Jefferson’s handwriting, with a few 
interlineations made b y Frank lin and 
Adams. 
This is displey ed in a steel 
cab inet that stands adjacent to the 
safe containing the original Declara­ 
tion. The steel ^ex hib ition cab inet 
also holds one of the facsimiles of 
the engrossed copy of the Declara­ 
tions made b y President Monroe. 
In a glass case in this same treas­ 
u re hou se of historic mementoes is 
the small, plain, u npolished mahog­ 
any desk onw’hich Jefferson wrote the 
Declaration of Independence, 
This 
interesting relic came into the pos­ 
session of the gov ernment in 1880. 
The desk had b een giv en b y Thomas 
Jefferson to Joseph Coolidge, Jr., u p­ 
on the occasion of the latteris m arri­ 
age 
to Jefferson’s granddau ghter, 
Miss Randolph. On the death of Mr. 
Coolidge, whose wife had died a y ear 
or two prev iou sly , the desk b ecame 
the property of their fou r children, 
and was b y them presented to the 
nation. It was the ex pressed wish of 
the donors “to offer it to the United 
States, that it may hav e a place in 
the department of State with the 
immortal instru ment which was writ­ 
ten u pon 1776 .” 
The desk b ears an inscription in 
Jefferson’s handwriting, as follows: 
“Thomas Jefferson giv es this writing 
desk to Joseph Coolidge, Jr., as a 
memorial of his affection. 
It was 
made from drawings of his own b y 
Ben Randall, cab inet mak er of Phila­ 
delphia, with whom he first lodged on 
his ariv al in that city , in May , 1776 , 
and is the identical one on which he 
wrote the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence. Politics as well as religion has 
its 
su perstitions. 
These, 
gaining 
strength with time, may one day giv e 
imaginary v alu e to this relic for its 
association with the b irth of the great 
charter of ou r independence. Monti- 
cello, Nov emb er 18, 1825 .”

Some of y ou r readers were with me 
in the Civ il war for 
n early 
fou r 
y ears. 
For the sake of lettin g them 
kn ow that I am still a “coffee cool­ 
er,” I will relate an in ciden t or two 
that I thin k they will readily recall. 
(If it does n ot meet with y ou r ap­ 
prov al, con sign this to the 
waste 
basket.) 
After a hard campaign in Mississ­ 
ippi du rin g the mon ths of Ju ly an d 
Au gu st of 18 6 4, in clu din g the hot 
battle of “Tu pels” an d 
two 
lon g 
marches, we embarked on steamers 
at Memphis, Ten n ., an d started n orth 
leav in g Hen ry A. Lowden of 
y ou r 
city in the 
hospital at 
Memphis, 
where he died a few day s later. 
The first of October fou n d u s at 
St. 
Lou is, Mo. 
Gen eral Sterlin g 
Price with a large force of Con fed­ 
erate cav alry was ridin g 
throu gh 
Missou ri. 
The 
early 
morn in g of 
October 2 on e brigade in comman d of 
Col. Ed Wolfe en cou n tered the en e­ 
my at Fran klin , driv in g them from 
the town . 
The n ex t day we began 
a lean 
man ’«! 
race, followin g 
the 
cav alry across Missou ri 
an d 
in to 
Kan sas an d Retu rn . 
The 
records 
show we marched sev en hu n dred an d 
fifty -six miles in forty -eight day s. 
The ev en in g of October 10th foot­ 
sore an d weary we en tered Jefferson 
City , the capital, an d was halted on 
a thickly settled 
residen ce 
street. 
The men first lean ed on their gu n s, 
then squ atted 
on the 
grou n d 
or 
stretched at fu ll len gth on the hard, 
dirty street. 
As darkn ess came on 
the air grew chilly an d 
then 
cold. 
Lights 
an d fires 
appeared in 
the 
hou ses, bu t there was “n o light in the 
win dow” for u s. 
Lieu t. H. S. Car­ 
n ey said “We n ightly pitch ou r mov ­ 
in g ten t a day 's march n earer home.” 
The clock in a distan t steeple stru ck 
n in e before “atten tion ” was called, 
an d we mov ed forward to a railroad 
an d climbed aboard some flat cars. 
A few miles in the cou n try we were 
ordered off an d the rest of the n ight 
we lay alon g the track on the open 
prairie, su pperless an d cold. 
At Lex in gton , Mo., we en cou n tered 
a heav y sn ow, an d man y of the men 
were withou t shoes or ten ts. 
The 
25th of October we marched twen ty - 
fou r hou rs withou t stoppin g. 
In re­ 
tu rn in g to St. Lou is we drew shoes, 
clothes, an d two mon ths' pay , an d a 
cold chicken din n er, serv ed by the 
Christian commission ; 
we then em­ 


barked on boats an d started down 
the riv er, all in three day s, 
j 
The n rst of December we lan ded 
I at Nashv ille, Ten n ., participatin g in 
| the battle on the fifteen th an d six ­ 
teen th of the mon th. 
A description 
of ou r serv ice there wou ld iliake this 
letter too lon g. 
The first of Febru ary , '6 5 the reg­ 
imen t was at Eastport, Miss., n ear

For many y ears he 
had liv ed in the locality where he 
died and while he did not enjoy the 
best of health, still he retained most 
of his facu lties and was one of the 
most interesting persons in the lo­ 
cale. He had a v ery retentiv e memo­ 
ry and took a delight in recou nting 
some of the happenings of long ago, 
recorded on pages of 
history now 
y ellow and faded with age. 
For some time Mr. McCoy had not 
been able to get abou t, bu t liv ed his 
last day s in 
patience, 
display ing 
fortitu de. 
He comes from a family 
who were long-liv ed, 
some of his 
u ncles and au nts liv ing to a ripe old 
age.

Su nday morning at the Star chu rch 
in Orange.
